Theſe were ſuch Abſurdities, that I real- 
ly oiccn wonder'd theſe Peouple could think, 
the Cuicen could fee thele things done, and 
yet imagine Her Majefty's Sacred Promile 
kept with us, and the offering at them, was 
to my Apprehenſon, one of the groſſeft Aft- 
fronts, they cold poeliibly have put vpon 
the QUEEN, -— 

As if depriving People of their Privile- 
ges, ani Suffrages in Elettions for their 
Religion, depriving them of an. Incapas 
citatiny them tor Publick Employments in 
the State, for their Reiigion, was not Perſe» 
£1itON, 

As if depriving their Youth of Educati- 
on, their Minifiry ot a Succeſſion, and 
themſelves of Breeding uj their Children in 
their own way, Was Cconliſtent with Tole- 
ration. 

Thele were the Abſurdgities, together 
with the Prefpett of morc in the Embryo, of 
the moſt Ll ruitful Invention 67 the Party, 
which moy'd the Qi:ecn, to put a full ſtop 
to all their cxpceclatiuns, in the Word 
INVIOLABLY. 

I nced not take upon me to Explain this 
Word, the Gentlemen underſtand it, and 
their future Dcipair cclls us, that Her Ma- 
jzſty in plaia Terms lets them know, *tis 
in vain to Attempt any more Occaſional 
Bills; in vain to contrive a Bill, to Sup- 
oreſs the Difſenters Schools and Academies, 
which ÞB:1] 1 can inforin the World, was rea- 
dy drawn, Coin'd in the ſame Mint, and 
vnly waired to have been brought in, when 
ever the Occailonal Bill had pals'd _— 
But this Nnhappy Wort /rviclably, has Dume 
founded them all; and they are now fatizh'd 
'ris in Vain to Attempt if, 

I have touched this Matter as lightly as 
1 can, asa thing which ſeems now all-ep; 
and but forthe Connexion of Story, necele 


ſary to make theſe Accounts perfeft, 1 had 
not look'd back ſo far, 

I am now come to the End of the Tack- 
ing Parliament; Her Majefty diſmiſſed them 
with a geutle Reminding them 0! the Dacr- 
ger theſe things had brought us into, and 
how near the uarcalonable Heats and Anj- 
moſitics they had fall'n into, and the dange- 
rous kxperiments they had made, - had 
brought us all to Ruine and Con'uſion, 
and tv ſent th:m home. 

I ca: not hut obſerve here, howa certain 
Noble Peri:n, ſcems to call in Queſtion, 
the Qucen's taking Notice of this as an Ir- 
regularity, and that the Queen ought not 
to appear tv know any thing done in Fat- 
liameat, .but in a Parliamentary manner. 

How tar Her Majzity is or is not Limite1 
by Parliameatary Privilege, trom taking 
Notice of any thing done in Parliament, is 
not for me to determine; but to me it 
[eems plain, that if the Queen has not as 
much right to obterve in Parliament, what 
ſhe thinks well or il} done, and tellthem her 
Royal Opinion ot their Proceedings from 


the 1 hrone, Her Ma'efty has then lefs Li- 
berty left her, than teveral of her Anccft:rs 
piadtis's before the Revolution 5 and not to 
go back to King Charles I. and King Fames I, 
the Reign of King of ChariesI', :5 full of 


Inftances of it But above all, that 
it ſhould ſeem the. Queen then t,as, leſs Li- 
berty, tl:an thoſe Gentjemen ri;cmſelves 
take, who make Unpar iamentary Refleh> 
ons upun Her Maj fty's [..aſattions in 
Parliament, and th:n Princ 1tucm without 
Authority of Parliament, as / ppeals to the 
People 2gainft their Sovereign. 

But to return to the + receding Sefhon, 
which bing now concluded, from the diſ- 
miſting that Parliament, and ſometimes be- 
fore to the begining of the next, which was 
the 23d, of Oftcter ; it is 1impoſhble to de- 
{cribe the Hams of this Unhappy Nation, 
the S.andal of Tackirg, made ab'ndance of 
Gentlemen Odious tothe People; the pre- 
poltcrous ,Projett painted them in-Colours, 
that the Common People were juſtly ſur- 
priz'd at, and generally ſpeaking, the Peo- 
ple of England,declar'd themflvcs difiatish'd

On the other hand, the Party defended 
themlelves as well as they could, ſome Gen- 
tlemen excus'd -and Explain'd themſelves, 
moſt of them endcavo'r'd to deny and 
conceal their being of the Number 
but to avoid that, Printed Lifts were diſperſs'd 
of their Nam:s, and the Ballad of the 134 
ha, tho* but little Poetry, '© much Fatt 
in it, that in ſpight of Concealment, Gen- 
tlemen b-gan to bl:{h at the Matter,and he 
Aſbam'd. 

Some of them however, not furniſh'd 
with ſo much Modefty, b:afted of their 
Folly, vallued themſelves upon what they 
cou!d not con:eal, and infifted upon the 
[..ſtice of it, though wich more Face than 
Argument. 

In this poſtere EleQRions began, and it 
woul4 be endleſs to remind the Nation of 
the Blemiſh of that time ; the Riots, the 
Fury, the Convultons of Parties were ſuch, 
ti:zt I believe no Fattle, no Si:ge, no Skir- 
miſh, in all the War, has been carried on 
with more Perſonal Rage, Envy of Parties, 
and ;mplacable Animofity. 

'Tis rue, here was no Blood ſhe, or not 
mch:; buc Reputation had no Quarter gt» 
ven, Reproach ſhot more poiſoned \rrows, 
thin B:ilets flew at the Battle of Z#ochſterre ; 
Incelives, Seandl, Slander, and all foits of 
Malicious Attempts, florm'd the Counter» 
farp of Towns, C ountries and Parties ; 
Mines and Couni@m:ncs, of Fraud, tying, 
Perjury, Bribes, and Savor artton, were ug 
in every Coun'ry and blew up whole Eo- 
dies of Men together, 

Nothing was \- Sacred, but it was here 
Prophan'd; Promiſes, Oaths, Ties ot blood, 
and all forts of Mural Obligation ſunk in 
this Fray, and gav- way to Violence, Slan- 
der, and Strength of Money. 

The Prlpit, the Preſs, the Exchange, the 
Market, all were D=bauch'd with the Con- 
tagion of Parties; Family divided againſt 
tamily : Town again Town, Country a- 
gainft Country, and the whole Kingdom 
again(t it ſelf. Enqui:y after News ceas'd, 
and Foreign Aﬀairs had none of our Regard; 
tne Freed might Fight or run away, the 
Confederates | ner or not ſucceeed; no 


body concern'd themſelves about it; the 
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War wes 40 at Zome,the Feuds were to0 great 
here, to mind the rrifling buſineſs ot (raly 
or th: Maes ; in ſhort, the whole Nation 
Was as, we ay, together by the Ears in E- 
lectior.s. 

'Tis below my Readers Obſerva'ioa, how 
that Scandal uf Scribling, the News-Wri- 
ter Dyer, ia his Papers gave Accouat or 
Eleftions, 

In ſuch a place the Church had the bet” 
ter ot jt, and two honeſt Tackers were Cho- 
ſen——T wo brave Tackers are returned for 
ſuch a Town Ja another place, the 
Phanaticks gt the better, and an honeſt 
Tacker was thrown out ; and again, not- 
withffanding the boaft of the Party, above 
co Tackers are already Choſen, and the 
like. 

It che Gentlemen had not been ftrangely 
deluded all over England, they could not 
have been ylcals'd with ſuch Steuff as this, 
when they plainly ſaw, that in ſpight of the 
Policy. and Artifice of their Cendud, or the 
Aſſurance and W armth of their Advocates in 
all parts; the thing; it (elf grew Odious, the 
Perſons concera'd in it,in a great many places, 
bluſhed and diſuwned it, others daily came 
off from the Party ,faw their Folly, and ge- 
neraliy ſpeaking, the thing .it (elt grew 
Sc .ndalous and Offcalive, 

Nor was it, long beiore the Party fore» 
'aw it, and in ſpixhc or all their Abortive 
'rv.&s, (omevt which 1 ſhall lay open in 
Lhe  Frogreſ+ of theic Papers; we have lived 
to fre the Attempt gyven over, and the De- 
(pair of th« Party run them upon Raillery, 
and continal Abules of the Government, 
the Queen, the Miniſtry, and all crue lovers 
of Liberty and Moderation, be they never 
ſo Eminent for Loyalty to the Crown, or 
Zeal for the Church. 

This is appareacr in their Inveterate Spee- 
ches, Invettive Scrmons, Calumniating - 
Bovoks, ſuch as Msmorials, Stepbens and 5rowns 
Pamphlets, and innumerable others. 

An4 here I canaotbut pity the Misfortune 
of the laft ewo Authors, who, in their At- 
tempts, bave raſhly and inconſiderately ig- 
yolved themſelves into fuch Labyriaths, as 
no wife Man would have run into, becauſe 
no honeſt principle can maintain them 1
